Cuba assumes LatAm group 
presidency in diplomatic 


coup 

SANTIAGO, Chile (AFP) - 
Cuba assumed the presidency 
of a key Latin American group 
here Monday, scoring a major 
diplomatic coup at a summit at 
which it urged regional inte¬ 
gration and independence 
from the United States. 

President Raul Castro, 
whose island nation is still 
languishing under a crippling 
50-year-old US trade em¬

bargo, formally took over the 
chairmanship of the Commu¬ 
nity of Latin American and 
Caribbean States (CELAC) 
from summit host Chile. 

The development, hailed 
by Argentine President 
Cristina Kirchner as a sign of 
the ’’changing times,” marks 
Cuba’s full regional reintegra¬ 
tion and represents a major 
diplomatic coup for Castro. 

”We are building the ideal 
of a diverse Latin American 
and Caribbean region united 
in a common space of political 
independence and sovereignty 
over our enormous natural re¬ 
sources to advance toward 
sustainable development, re¬ 
gional integration,” the 81- 
year-old Cuban leader said in 
his address. 

Set up in Caracas in De¬ 
cember 2011 at the behest of 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez, CELAC groups all 
nations from across the Amer¬ 
icas except the United States 
and Canada. 

Chavez, who is undergoing 
cancer treatment in Havana 
and has not been seen in pub¬ 
lic for weeks, sent a message 
of support to his Cuban ally to 
the summit.

Queen Beatrix of The 
Netherlands to abdicate 
in favour of son

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Queen 
Beatrix of the Netherlands 
announced Monday that she 
would abdicate in favour of 
her son Crown Prince Willem 
Alexander at the end of April 
after 33 years in power. 

”It is with the greatest of 
confidence, that I will hand 
over the throne on April 30 to 
my son, Willem Alexander, 
Prince of Orange,” Beatrix 
told national television, using 
the official title of the heir ap¬ 
parent. 

The queen, who is to turn 
75 on Thursday, said her 
birthday and the 200-year an¬ 
niversary of the monarchy in 
2013 ’’were the reason for me 
to step down”. 

”I’m standing down be¬ 
cause public service is too 
heavy for me, because of the 
belief that responsibility for 
our country should be in the 
hands of a new generation,” 
she said. 

Liberal Prime Minister 
Mark Rutte spoke immedi¬ 
ately after the queen. 

’’She has always done her 
utmost for Dutch society, 
being visible and with enor¬ 
mous energy,” Rutte said. 


’’She has grown into a 
Dutch icon,” he said, also 
paying homage to Willem 
Alexander. 

”He and Princess Maxima 
are fully prepared for the 
task,” Rutte said. ’’They will 
serve our country with devo¬ 
tion.” 

Beatrix’s much-loved 
mother Juliana also abdi¬ 
cated, in 1980, when her 
daughter stepped into her 
shoes at age 42. 

Beatrix’s abdication ends 
more than 100 years of fe¬ 
male reign on the Dutch 


throne. 

Willem Alexander, 45, 
will become the first Dutch 
king since Willem III, who 
reigned until his death in 
1890. 

The announcement was 
’’totally unexpected,” royal 
expert Reinildis van 
Ditzhuyzen told the NOS 
public broadcaster. 

”An abdication takes a lot 
of organisation,” Van 
Ditzhuyzen added.

She received heads of state 
in her affable though formal 
manner and met weekly with 
successive prime ministers to 
discuss matters of government, 
earning the nickname "chief 
executive officer of the 
Netherlands".

The crown prince is a pilot 
and member of the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee and 
his image has improved since 
he married Argentine Maxima 
Zorreguieta in 2002. 

The vivacious Princess 
Maxima, 41, has won the 
hearts of the Dutch, despite her 
father's past as an official of the 
Argentine junta in the 1970s. 

Maxima's father was not al¬ 
lowed to attend his daughter's 
wedding in the Netherlands, 
and her mother also stayed 
away out of solidarity.

OTTAWA (AFP) - What-

"We have pledged to give 
all our support to Cuba which, 
beginning in this summit, as¬ 
sumes the presidency of the 
community in an act of justice 
after more than 50 years of re¬ 
sistance to the criminal impe¬ 
rial embargo," Chavez said. 

In his remarks, the Cuban 
leader praised Chavez's "ex¬ 
traordinary leadership" and 
the Venezuelan people for 
"setting an outstanding exam¬ 
ple of loyalty, determination 
and unity ...in spite of their 
pain and concern over the 
health" of their president. 

Castro also seized the oc¬ 
casion to warn the region that 
"transnational corporations, 
basically Americans, will not 
renounce their control over 
strategic energy, water and 
mineral resources nearing de¬ 
pletion." 

In another dig at Washing¬ 
ton, he said "our community 
will not be complete without 
Puerto Rico, a truly Latin 
American and Caribbean sis¬ 
ter nation submitted to (US) 
colonial domination." Puerto 
Rico is a self-governing US 
possession. 

And he expressed gratitude 


for the region's support for Ar¬ 
gentine sovereignty over the 
British-ruled Falklands and its 
opposition to the US trade em¬ 
bargo on Cuba. 

Meanwhile the secretary 
general of the Organization of 
American States (OAS), Jose 
Miguel Insulza of Chile, said 
CELAC was not a "threat" to 
the OAS - which includes the 
United States and Canada — 
but rather a "useful compo¬ 
nent". 

"They are two distinct (or¬ 
ganizations) and not meant to 
compete with each other," he 
said. "The OAS has a hemi¬ 
spheric role, includes also 
countries of North America, 
which make up a third of the 
population of the region." 

The OAS kicked out com¬ 
munist-ruled Cuba in 1962 at 
the height of the Cold War. 
The expulsion was rescinded 
in 2009, but Cuba has refused 
to return. 

Insulza stressed that he 
could not question CELAC's 
decision to hand its chairman¬ 
ship to Cuba. 

"It is not my organization. 
I have always believed that 
the inclusion of Cuba and co¬ 
operation with Cuba are better 
than exclusion and isolation, 
to promote democracy," he 
noted. 

In a balancing act agreed in 
Caracas when CELAC was 
created, Cuba assumes the 
presidency for the first year 
and Costa Rica for the second.

Assad says Syria army 
has upper hand 


BEIRUT (AFP) - Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad said his 
troops have gained the upper 
hand against rebels in the 22- 
month conflict and could win in 
"two weeks" should Turkey 
stop its support for insurgents, 
a Lebanese newspaper reported 

Assad emphasised that the 
military had prevented the op¬ 
position from taking full control 
of any of the country’s 14 
provinces. 

The rebels' "playground is 
limited to some border areas with 
Turkey, Jordan and Lebanon, and 
some pockets in the countryside 
of the capital, which are being 
dealt with," he said. 

Since the Syrian uprising 
erupted in March 2011 and later 
turned into a civil war, the 
regime has accused Ankara of 
funding and providing a safe 
haven to rebel fighters. 

Assad said that "armed groups 
financed from abroad have been 
dealt severe blows of late." 

"The United States has in¬ 
cluded the Al-Nusra Front on 
its list of terrorist organisations, 
and this move will be followed 
by the full liquidation of this 
Al-Qaeda branch." 

Assad said Russia — which 


still holds military contracts 
with Syria and opposes foreign 
intervention in the conflict that 
the UN says has killed more 
than 60,000 people — will not 
withdraw support. Moscow 
"defends itself, not the Syrian 
regime," he said of his key ally, 
the newspaper reported. 

Russian Prime Minister 
Dmitri Medvedev acknowl¬ 
edged on Sunday that Assad's 
chances of political survival 
were shrinking by the day and 
said the Syrian leader had made 
a "grave, perhaps fatal error" in 
refusing to negotiate with oppo¬ 
sition early on. 

Assad told the visitors that 
during talks with UN peace 
envoy to Syria Lakhdar Brahimi 
in December, the diplomat had 
asked him about the possibility 
of stepping down before the end 
of his term in 2014 as part of a 
transitional agreement. 

"The president cut off the 
discussion and made it clear that 
the only way to end the conflict 
was by resolving the situation 
on the ground, which is improv¬ 
ing by the day in favour of the 
regime," the visitors said, ac¬ 
cording to Al-Akhbar.

Brazil buries first inferno victims 
as arrests made 



SANTA MARIA (AFP) - 
Brazilian police arrested Mon¬ 
day the owner of the nightclub 
where 231 party-goers perished 
in a blaze and two musicians 
who starred in an ill-fated py¬ 
rotechnic show. 

Authorities announced the ar¬ 
rests as Brazil began three days 
of mourning following Sunday's 
tragedy, which forced the can¬ 
cellation of an event to mark the 
run up to the country's hosting of 
the football World Cup. 

In addition to the arrests, a 
warrant was issued for another 
owner of the Kiss club, police 
official Michele Vimmermann 
said, as distraught relatives laid 
wreaths outside the venue in the 
southern city of Santa Maria. 

Vimmermann said those in 
custody were nightclub co¬ 
owner Elissandro Sphor and 
two members of the Gurizada 
Fandangueira band. The fire 
broke out at around 2:00 am 
(0400 GMT) when the club was 
hosting a university party. 

Described as the country's 
second deadliest, the inferno al¬ 
legedly erupted during the 
group's performance, with 
some survivors saying its lead 
singer lit a firework that could 
have triggered the inferno. 

Allegations also surfaced 
that the club lacked the neces¬ 
sary emergency exits, that at 
least one fire extinguisher did 
not work and, according to fire¬ 
fighters, that its safety license 
had expired in August. 


As friends and family mem¬ 
bers bid farewell to their loved 
ones, officials revised the death 
toll from 233 to 231 and said at 
least 100 others remained hos¬ 
pitalized, 80 of them in serious 
condition. 

As dawn broke, collective 
wakes for 24 of the dead were 
held at the town's sports center, 
followed by the first funerals in 
Santa Maria - a college town - 
- and the surrounding district, 
home to many of the city's stu¬ 
dents. 

About 180 people perished 
in the bathrooms, suffocating 
amid the chaos, said military 
police captain Edi Paulo Garcia. 

Meanwhile, some of those 
who made it through recalled a 
night of mayhem. 


Amid a black cloud of toxic 
smoke, panicking survivors 
trampled each other in scenes 
reminiscent of a "horror 
movie," 21-year-old Kelly Re- 
bello de Silva told AFP. 

The deaths sent shock waves 
through Brazil — which is due 
to host the 2014 World Cup — 
.In the wake of the disaster, the 
authorities called off an event 
dubbed "500 Days until the 
World Cup," planned for Mon¬ 
day in the federal capital 
Brasilia. 

The town of Santa Maria lies 
west of Porto Alegre, one of the 
World Cup host cities. 

The inferno is Brazil's sec¬ 
ond worst. A fire at a circus in 
Niteroi in 1961 left 503 people 
dead.

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Japan eases restrictions 
on US beef 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States on Monday wel¬ 
comed news that Japan has 
eased restrictions on beef im¬ 
posed due to concerns over 
mad cow disease, easing a 
decade-long row between the 
allies. 

US officials said that Japan 
— formerly the largest buyer of 
US beef — had agreed to allow 
the import of the meat from 
cattle slaughtered at up to 30 
months old, higher than the 
earlier safety limit of 20 
months. 

Norihisa Tamura, Japan's 
health, labor and welfare min¬ 
ister, announced last week that 
Tokyo planned to raise the age 
limit for beef subject to final 
approval from a council of the 
ministry. 

Japan had been the largest 


buyer of US beef until 2003, 
when like several Asian na¬ 
tions it stopped all imports 
after mad cow disease was de¬ 
tected in an American herd. 

The issue quickly became a 
top item on the agenda be¬ 
tween the United States and 
Japan, with US lawmakers 
from US farm states demand¬ 
ing that the close ally open up 
its market. 

The United States has pur¬ 
sued quieter diplomacy on the 
issue since 2006 when Japan, 
seeking to ease US concerns, 
agreed to allow beef from cat¬ 
tle under 20 months. 

Australia has since replaced 
the United States as the largest 
source of beef in Japan, with 
some retailers highlighting to 
consumers that they do not buy 
from the United States. 


PARIS (AFP) - The European 
Medicines Agency (EMA) on 
Monday said it would review 
safety data for third- and 
fourth-generation birth control 
pills, responding to French 
concern that these contracep¬ 
tives may cause dangerous 
blood clots. 

The agency, describing oral 
contraceptives as carrying only 
"a very rare risk" of clots, said 
a watchdog panel would assess 


whether European guidelines 
for using later versions of the 
Pill should be changed. 

The third-generation Pill 
was introduced in the 1990s, 
and the 4th generation in the 
last decade. 

It pointed to evidence that 
their use led to higher risk of 
blood clots compared with 
older versions of the Pill, al¬ 
though the risk in absolute 
terms is small. 

France wants guidelines 
changed so that doctors no 
longer prescribe later-genera¬ 
tion pills as a first option. 

They contain synthetic ver¬ 
sions of the female hormone 
progestogen, which the makers 
say avoid some of the side-ef¬ 
fects of older formulations. 

A Danish study published in 
the British Medical Journal 
(BMJ) in 2011 found women 
who took one of the newer 


types of Pill ran twice the risk 
of developing blood clots in 
the veins than those who used 
older-generation drugs. 

Compared with non-users 
of the Pill, the risk of a clot 
was between three and six 
times higher. 

Clots formed in the veins 
can break up and be trans¬ 
ported to the heart or lungs and 
may be fatal. 

The storm in France was 
triggered partly by the case of 
a 25-year-old woman, Marion 
Larat, who was left badly 
handicapped by a stroke that, 
in a lawsuit, she attributed to a 
later-generation pill made by 
German firm Bayer.

Graphene , 'Human Brain Project' get 
2-bn-euro funds 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Research 
into the wonder material 
graphene and the neurochem¬ 
istry of the human brain will 
receive up to two billion euros 
($2.68 billion) in funding, the 
biggest research award of its 
kind in history, the European 
Commission said. 

The two areas are benefici¬ 
aries of the Future Emerging 
Technology (FET) Flagship 
programme, described as an 
"X-Factor for science", whose 
winners were chosen by lead¬ 
ing scientists, a Nobel prize 
winner and industrialists. 

The money, amounting to a 
billion euros for each initia¬ 
tive, will be allocated over 10 
years, the Commission said. 

The winners will receive 
up to 54 million euros from 
the Commission this year, 
while "further funding will 
come from subsequent EU re¬ 
search framework pro¬ 
grammes, private partners 


including universities, mem¬ 
ber states and industry," the 
European Union executive 
said in a press release. 

The EU is to provide half 
the total funding and the rest 
will be matched by national 
governments, industry and 
private backers, it spelled out. 

Graphene, discovered less 
than a decade ago, is a sheet 
of carbon that is one atom 
thick. 

It is touted as having huge 
potential, with superior con¬ 
ductivity, mechanical strength 
and optical purity than other 
materials. It is likely to re¬ 
place many uses for silicon. 

Described by Commission 
vice president Neelie Kroes 
as a "revolutionary material 
(produced) using just a pencil 
and Scotch tape", graphene is 
now "on the verge of spawn¬ 
ing a new industry," she said. 

The Human Brain Project, 
meanwhile, seeks to simulate 


the cells, chemistry and con¬ 
nectivity of the brain in a su¬ 
percomputer, the goal being to 
better comprehend the brain's 
functions and development. 

The hope is to find new 
treatments for brain diseases 
such as Alzheimer's and en¬ 
hance "artificial intelligence" 
computing. 

Underlined Kroes: "Eu¬ 
rope's position as a knowl¬ 
edge superpower depends on 
thinking the unthinkable and 
exploiting the best ideas. 

"This multi-billion compe¬ 
tition rewards home-grown 
scientific breakthroughs and 
shows that when we are ambi¬ 
tious we can develop the best 
research in Europe."

Apple, Android have 
smartphone 'duopoly’ 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An¬ 
droid and Apple smartphones 
captured a whopping 92 per¬ 
cent of global sales in the 
fourth quarter, giving the two 
systems an effective duopoly, 
a research firm said Monday. 

Strategy Analytics said 
global smartphone shipments 
grew 38 percent annually to 
reach 217 million units in the 
fourth quarter, to bring annual 
sales to 700 million. 

Android, the free operating 
system developed by Google, 
grabbed 70 percent of the 
market in the final three 


months of the year, while 
Apple's iOS used on its 
iPhone held 22 percent. 

The news bodes ill for ri¬ 
vals like BlackBerry maker 
Research in Motion, which is 
launching its new platform 
this year, and Microsoft, 
which is pushing its Windows 
Phone system. 

The survey noted that 
global shipment growth 
slowed from 64 percent in 
2011 to 43 percent in 2012, as 
regions such as North Amer¬ 
ica and Western Europe ma¬ 
tured.

Oil prices rebound slightly on US 
data 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Global 
oil prices staged a light re¬ 
bound on Monday, reversing 
earlier losses after news of 
strong durable goods orders in 
top crude consumer the United 
States, dealers said. 

But prices were tempered by 
comments from the head of the 
OPEC cartel saying that crude 
supplies are plentiful to meet 
demand in 2013. 

In New York trade the main 
contract, West Texas Interme¬ 
diate crude for March delivery, 
rose by 56 cents from Friday to 
settle at $96.44 a barrel. 

London’s benchmark, Brent 
North Sea crude for delivery in 
March, added 20 cents to 
$113.48 per barrel, after earlier 
rising to nearly a three-month 
peak at $113.80. 

Prices were helped by data 
showing strength in US indus¬ 


try last Month. New orders for 
durable manufactured goods 
surged higher in December, led 
by a jump in commercial air¬ 
craft orders, government data 
showed. 

That was the seventh in¬ 
crease in the last eight months, 
following a 0.7 percent gain in 
November, and well above the 
1.6 percent rise expected by 
analysts. 

"We had decent durable 
goods orders estimates for De¬ 
cember, beating expectations 
with a 4.6 percent month-on- 
month increase," said VTB 
Capital analyst Andrey 
Kryuchenkov. 

Kryuchenkov said though 
that Brent "also suffered earlier 
from comments by OPEC Sec¬ 
retary General Abdullah al- 
Badri on plentiful supplies in 
the current year." 


In a speech in London, Badri 
complained of excessive spec¬ 
ulation in crude markets last 
year "despite the market being 
well-supplied, with OECD 
crude stocks above their five- 
year average, and with OPEC 
spare capacity at healthy lev¬ 
els. 

"Looking ahead to 2013, the 
market is expected to remain 
well-supplied to meet the ex¬ 
pected demand growth," he 
added. 

On Friday, Brent oil had 
struck a three-month peak at 
$113.84 on the back of a 
weaker dollar, upbeat German 
data and growing optimism 
over the global economic out¬ 
look. 

Later this week, traders will 
switch focus to the outcome of 
the US Federal Reserve's two- 
day monetary policy meeting 
on Wednesday. 


IMF grants Mali $18 mn emergency loan 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
agreed Monday to provide a 
$18.4 million emergency loan 
to Mali, a move likely to lead to 
other donors releasing more 
funds after having cut off aid 
following the March 2012 coup. 

The IMF executive board 
approved the loan under the 
Rapid Credit Facility aiming to 
help the government bridge a 
huge budget hole as its fights 


off an Islamist insurgency with 
French help. 

Mali mission chief Christian 
Josz said the fund was confi¬ 
dent that the country, battered 
by drought, the March coup 
and now a rebellion by Islamist 
militants in the north, would 
stick to efforts at reducing its 
fiscal deficit and implementing 
economic reforms. 

"We decided to go ahead 
with the board meeting (to de¬ 


cide the loan) in spite of the 
foreign military intervention 
because we could see that the 
authorities were still commit¬ 
ted and eager to implement 
their program of fiscal pru¬ 
dence." 

"At the same time we could 
also see that donors were pre¬ 
pared to re-engage in Mali and 
considered this operation of the 
IMF with Mali a precondition 
to re-engage." 


African migrants pay most to send 
money home: WB 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
African migrants around the 
world pay more than other 
groups to send money back 
home, costing them and their 
families a hefty $4 billion a 
year, the World Bank said 
Monday. 

The development lender 
said Africa's overseas workers 
sent close to US$60 billion in

remittances in 2012, but paid a 
premium over other migrant 
groups to do so. 

"High transaction costs are 
cutting into remittances, which 
are a lifeline for millions of 
Africans," Gaiv Tata, director 
of financial inclusion in the 
World Bank's Africa Region. 

"Remttances play a critical 
role in helping households ad¬ 
dress immediate needs and 
also invest in the future, so 
bringing down remittance 
prices will have a significant 
impact on poverty." 

Sub-Saharan Africa was the 
most expensive region in 2012. 
The average remittance cost 
there was 12.4 percent, com¬ 
pared with 8.9 percent world¬ 
wide and 6.5 percent in South 
Asia, the lowest cost region, 
the bank said. 

The bank noted that leading 
developed countries had set a 
target of 5.0 percent for the av¬ 


erage remittance price by 
2014. 

"Governments should im¬ 
plement policies to open the 
remittances market up to com¬ 
petition" to help bring down 
money transfer prices, said 
Massimo Cirasino, manager of 
the Financial Infrastructure 
and Remittances Service Line 
at the World Bank. 

Banks — the most expensive 
remittance service providers — 
are often the only channel avail¬ 
able to African migrants, the 
World Bank said, and remit¬ 
tance costs were even higher 
between African countries. 

South Africa was the most 
expensive destination country 
in Africa, with prices averag¬ 
ing 20.7 percent, followed 
closely by Tanzania and 
Ghana, "due to several factors 
including limited competition 
in the market for cross-border 
payments."

EU gives Afghanistan 
185 mn euros for 
health , farming 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - The EU 
executive is signing 185 mil¬ 
lion euros over to Afghanistan 
on Monday in a bid to boost 
health services for almost half 
the country's people and im¬ 
prove farming, including 
water supply. 

Two agreements will be 
signed between the European 
Commission and Afghan Fi¬ 
nance Minister Omar Za- 
khilwal, a statement said. 

One is to provide basic 
health care and essential hos¬ 
pital services for 14 million 
people in 21 provinces, some 
of them extremely remote. 

The agriculture pro¬ 
gramme, including water man¬ 
agement, will focus on rural 


areas where about 80 percent 
of the population depends on 
farming to make a living. 

One of its aims is to help 
provide the rural population 
with alternative means of in¬ 
come to poppy cultivation. 

"With EU development aid 
we want and we must help 
these people to give them 
hope for a better tomorrow," 
said European Commissioner 
for Development Andris 
Piebalgs. 

"This new funding will sup¬ 
port Afghanistan in its quest to 
move from 'transition to trans¬ 
formation' and then to a self- 
sustainable country," he 
added.

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Football: US face 
Canada in World 
Cup warm-up 


HOUSTON (AFP) - The 
United States face Canada on 
today in a friendly match that 
will serve as a warm-up for 
their World Cup campaign. 

The Americans will open a 
six-team, round-robin North 
American qualifying tourna¬ 
ment in Honduras on Febru¬ 
ary 6. 

Mexico, Costa Rica, 
Panama and Jamaica are also 
chasing seek one of three 
berths on offer with the 
fourth-place team facing the 
Oceania winner for another 
spot in Brazil next year. 

The US squad will be lack¬ 
ing veteran Los Angeles 
Galaxy striker Landon Dono¬ 
van, who has not yet an¬ 
nounced if he will continue 
his career even though 
Galaxy coach Bruce Arena 
says he expects Donovan 
back in Major League Soccer. 

US coach Jurgen Klins¬ 
mann expects a motivated 
squad of mostly MLS talent 
to take the field against 
Canada. 

’’Traditionally, it’s always 
been very difficult to shoot 
these guys up from 0-100 
within a couple weeks in Jan¬ 
uary,” he said. ’’Players 
should understand that if they 
look after themselves and are 
really focused on and off the 
field, then they can achieve a 
lot in a short period of time. 

"Having a chance to be¬ 
come part of this big year and 
part of our vision toward 
Brazil in 2014 should really 
give them a lot of motivation 
and inner drive to go through 



difficult sessions and grow in 
a short amount of time in a 
way that they are ready for 
World Cup qualifying.” 

Klinsmann has not forgot¬ 
ten a goal-less draw against 
Canada in a friendly last year 
in Toronto. 

"I was really frustrated 
after that game, so I’d like to 
correct that if possible,” he 
said. "It's a nice opportunity 
for us to (gain) confidence at 
the end of the day that we are 
prepared for a World Cup 
qualifier.”

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Football: Africa Cup of Nations 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Ghana cruised into the 2013 
Africa Cup of Nations quarter¬ 
finals Monday by hammering 
Niger 3-0 while Mali joined 
them with a 1-1 draw against 
the Democratic Republic of 
Congo. 

Captain Asamoah Gyan, re¬ 
called Christian Atsu and de¬ 
fender John Boye scored for the 
Black Stars while Niger were 
furious that a legitimate early 
equaliser from Koffi Dan Kowa 
was disallowed in Port Eliza¬ 
beth. 

Rocked after conceding a 
third-minute goal, 2012 bronze 
medalists Mali fought back to 
level before the end of the first 
quarter in Durban and had three 
late chances to collect maxi¬ 
mum points. 

Qualification was a pleasant 
diversion for the troubled west 
African nation where Malian, 
African and French troops are 
fighting armed Islamist groups 
in the north. 

”Our country is in one of the 
most difficult moments of its 
history. Malians are regaining 
control of the north and our 
qualification will bring joy to 
the people. I am very proud,” 
said emotional Mali captain 
Seydou Keita. 

Ghana collected seven 
points, Mali four, DR Congo 
three and Niger one from a 
mini-league that failed to match 
the final-round drama gener¬ 
ated by Group A the previous 
day as hosts South Africa and 
debutants Cape Verde qualified. 

Former winners South 
Africa face 1972 runners-up 
Mali at Moses Mabhida Sta¬ 
dium in Durban Saturday and 
four-time champions Ghana 
tackle Cape Verde in Port Eliz¬ 
abeth earlier the same day. 

Niger, who conceded only 
one goal in matches against 


Mali and DR Congo, fell 
behind after only six 
minutes at Nelson Man¬ 
dela Bay Stadium as 
Gyan fired past Daouda 
Kassaly. 
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were lucky three min¬ 
utes later when the Sene¬ 
galese referee 

disallowed a Niger goal 
because he wrongly be¬ 
lieved goalkeeper Fatau 
Dauda had been fouled. 

Big-screen replays 
showed Dauda falling 
awkwardly after collid¬ 
ing with a teammate, 
and Ghana took advan¬ 
tage of the let-off to 
double their lead midway 
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through the opening half when 
Atsu struck. 

Any doubts about the out¬ 
come were laid to rest four 
minutes into the second half as 
Boye, sporting a peroxide cross 
in his hair, latched on to a re¬ 
bound and netted. 

"We stepped up our game 
and won against a good Niger 
team,” said Ghana coach Kwesi 
Appiah, a member of the last 
Black Stars team to win the 
Cup of Nations 31 years ago. 

Niger coach Gemot Rohr 
said: "I am proud of my players 
despite the loss. They displayed 
courage and the future is bright. 
We were up against a better, 
faster team today.” 

A proud record of making 
the knockout stages in every 
Cup of Nations appearance as a 
coach ended for veteran 
Frenchman Claude Le Roy 
when the Congolese were elim¬ 
inated. 

Le Roy was coaching at the 
tournament a record seventh 
time having guided Cameroon 
to two finals, Senegal to fourth 
place and the quarter-finals, 
Ghana to third place and DR 


Ghana's midfielder Christian Atsu 
Niger's goalkeeper Daouda Kassaly 

Congo to the last eight during a 
previous spell in charge. 

"We had control of the 
game, but did not create 
enough dangerous situations 
and Mali equalised too fast. We 
did not have enough experience 
for this tournament,” said Le 
Roy. 

Tresor LuaLua Lomana 
stmek a post within 20 seconds 
of the kick-off for the Leopards 
and they were awarded a 
penalty 10 seconds later when 
Mohamed Lamine Sissoko 
tripped Yves Diba. 

Goalkeeper Mamadou 
Samassa dived the right way, 
but could not prevent 
Dieumerci Mbokani scoring off 
a shot delivered with perfect 


(L) scores a goal against 

height and power to the delight 
of many Congolese supporters. 

Comical defending allowed 
Mali to level after 14 minutes 
as several attempts to clear the 
ball were botched and when it 
was cut back to Mahamadou 
Samassa he made no mistake. 

But the game steadily faded 
as a spectacle and Mali came 
closest to winning in the second 
half through substitutes Kalilou 
Traore and Cheikh Tidiane Di- 
abate and Keita. 

"It was emotionally difficult 
knowing what was happening 
in the Ghana game and realis¬ 
ing we needed just a point. We 
need to keep up our intensity,” 
said Mali coach Patrice 
Carteron.

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NFL: National side sets scoring 
record in Pro Bowl romp

NBA: Kobe's passing 
fancy sparks Lakers over 
Thunder 


HONOLULU (AFP) - Seat¬ 
tle's Russell Wilson threw 
three touchdown passes to 
lead the National Conference 
over the American Conference 
62-35 in the 43rd National 
Football League Pro Bowl all- 
star game on Sunday. 

The National Conference, 
which now leads the all-time 
rivalry 22-21, set a one-team 
Pro Bowl scoring record, 
breaking the mark of 59 set by 
the American Conference in 
an 18-point victory over the 
Nationals last year. 

Wilson, a rookie quarter¬ 
back who helped the Sea- 
hawks reach the playoffs, 
flipped a 28-yard touchdown 
pass to Doug Martin, a nine- 
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yard touchdown pass to Larry 
Fitzgerald and a five-yard 
touchdown pass to Vincent 
Jackson. 

All three came in the third 
quarter after the Nationals had 
taken a 31-14 half-time lead 
and Wilson's burst sealed the 
American squad's fate. 

"Everybody played hard," 
Wilson said. "It was a great 
week and a fun time." 

NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell had threatened to end 
the Pro Bowl after last year if 
players failed to make a 
greater effort in the contest, 
but Wilson hopes others have 
the chance he did to meet and 
work alongside older NFL 
stars. 

"I hope they keep the Pro 
Bowl," Wilson said. "It's spe¬ 
cial. It really means some¬ 
thing." 

Players for the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers and Baltimore 
Ravens, who meet in next 
Sunday's Super Bowl, did not 
take part in the Pro Bowl. 

Each player on the winning 
team made $50,000, while 


each man on the losing side 
took home $25,000. 

Denver's Peyton Manning, 
selected to the Pro Bowl for a 
record 12th time, threw a 
touchdown for the American 
side while his brother Eli of 
the 2012 Super Bowl cham¬ 
pion New York Giants threw 
two touchdown passes for the 
Nationals. 

Cincinnati's A.J. Green 
caught three touchdown 
passes for the American Con¬ 
ference and made seven recep¬ 
tions overall for 119 yards. 

"I just came out and had 
fun," Green said. "It's an 
honor. I go out and work hard 
and do the best I can." 

Minnesota tight end Kyle 
Rudolph of the Nationals was 
named the Pro Bowl Most 
Valuable Player. He made five 
catches for 122 yards, includ¬ 
ing a three-yard touchdown 
catch from Eli Manning to end 
the first half. 

The National Conference's 
Jackson caught a 36-yard 
touchdown toss from Drew 
Brees in addition to the last of 
Wilson's scoring throws. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Kobe Bryant has been making 
more passes than shots lately 
and the results have been im¬ 
pressive for the Los Angeles 
Lakers, who toppled Okla¬ 
homa City from the NBA's 
best record on Sunday. 

Bryant scored 21 points, 
shooting 8-of-12, and added 
14 assists and nine rebounds to 
spark the Lakers over the 
Thunder 105-96. Bryant also 
had 14 assists for the Lakers 
on Friday in a victory over 
Utah. 

The Lakers, who have 
struggled most of the season 
with injuries and blending tal¬ 
ented newcomers to holdover 
players, improved to 19-25 
while the Thunder fell to 34- 


11, stumbling behind San An¬ 
tonio (36-11) for the overall 
NBA lead. 

Two-time NBA Most Valu¬ 
able Player Steve Nash scored 
17 points while Spanish big 
man Pau Gasol added 16 in a 
reserve role and Metta World 
Peace scored 15 points and 
grabbed 10 rebounds. 

Dwight Howard spent 
much of the game in foul trou¬ 
ble and finished with eight 
points and 10 rebounds. 

NBA scoring leader Kevin 
Durant netted a game-high 35 
points while Russell West¬ 
brook contributed 17 points 
with 13 assists. Serge Ibaka 
and Kendrick Perkins each 
added 10 points in a losing 
cause.

LeBron at the White House

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Basketball-loving President 
Barack Obama joined Le¬ 
Bron James and the Miami 
Heat in putting on a gushing 
show of mutual admiration 
Monday as the reigning NBA 
champions were lauded at the 
White House. 

Obama, a fervent pick-up 
player and coach of his 
daughters' teams, praised the 
Heat as part of the US presi¬ 
dent's ceremonial duty of 
honoring top professional 
and collegiate sports teams. 

"I know this is the first trip 


for some of these players, but 
a few of them were here a 
couple of years ago for a 
pickup game on my birth¬ 
day," Obama said. 

"Now, I'm not trying to 
take all the credit ... but I 
think that it's clear that going 
up against me prepared them 
... it sharpened their skills. It 
gave them the competitive 
edge that they needed. 

"Part of the reason they 
came back today is they want 
another shot at the old guy." 

Obama was surrounded by 
players such as Dwyane 


Wade, Mike Miller, Shane 
Battier and James, the 
youngest player in NBA his¬ 
tory to score 20,000 career 
points, as he praised the Heat 
for burying egos in their 2012 
championship run. 

James grabbed the micro¬ 
phone at the end of the event 
and, for all his wealth and 
success, seemed to be pinch¬ 
ing himself to be at the White 
House. 

"We just want to thank you 
... for allowing us to be, I 
mean, in the White House. I 
mean, we're in the White 
House," he said. 

"We're kids from Chicago 
and Dallas, Texas and Michi¬ 
gan and Ohio and South 
Dakota, Miami and we're in 
the White House right now. 
This is like, 'Hey, Mama, I 
made it."’ 

The Heat beat the Okla¬ 
homa City Thunder in the 
NBA Finals last June, giving 
the player nicknamed "King 
James" his first NBA crown. 
James was also voted the 
NBA and NBA Finals Most 
Valuable Player. 


MILAN (AFP) - Champions 
Juventus were handed a series 
of bans and fines by Serie A 
league officials on Monday for 
displaying aggressive behav¬ 
iour to a match referee who re¬ 
fused to award a late penalty. 

Juve coach Antonio Conte 
was handed a two-game 
touchline ban and handed a 
10,000 euro fine while the 
club was fined 50,000 euros 
for failing to control fans who 
spat on and lashed out at the 
match officials. 

Juve president Giuseppe 
Marotta was also banned from 
carrying out any of his func¬ 
tions until February 18. 

Defenders Leonardo 
Bonucci and Giorgio Chiellini, 
meanwhile, were handed two 
and one-game bans respec¬ 
tively accompanied by fines 
of 10,000 and 5,000 euros. 

Both sanctions related to 
their aggressive behaviour to¬ 
wards the referee at the end of 
the match. 

A statement by Serie A's 
disciplinary body said: "Ju¬ 
ventus are fined 50,000 euros 
for failing to control fans who 
spat in the faces and on the 
clothes of officials as they left 
the pitch." 


Regarding Conte’s ban, it 
added: "Conte is banned for 
two matches for having con¬ 
fronted the referee in an intim¬ 
idatory manner on the field of 
play and questioning his deci¬ 
sion with a series of deroga¬ 
tory remarks." 

Conte and the entire Juven¬ 
tus team were in uproar at the 
end of Saturday's match after 
referee Marco Giuda refused 
to award a last-minute penalty 
despite the ball coming off the 
arm of Genoa's Swedish de¬ 
fender Andreas Granqvist. 

The match finished 1-1 and 
although the Bianconeri are 
still top of the league with a 
three-point lead on Napoli, the 
champions have refused to 
calm the tone of their criticism 
of Guida. 

On Juventus’s official web¬ 
site on Sunday Marotta hit out 
at the fact the referee origi¬ 
nates from near Naples. 

Conte and Bonucci will 
now sit out the next two Serie 
A games, away to Chievo next 
week and at home to 
Fiorentina on February 9, 
while Chiellini will miss the 
first of those games.
